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Elba man files $1 million lawsuit against city & county 


An Elba man who was allegedly 
attacked by an inmate at the Coffee 
County Jail following his arrest on 
misdemeanor charges on Christmas 
Eve, 1986, has filed a $1 million 
lawsuit against city and county offi- 
cials,

The suit contends that the coun- 
ty jail is operated and maintained by 
the Coffee County Commission, 
under the supervision of Sheriff 
Brice Paul and that the City of 
Elba, through an agreement, had 
permission to house its prisoners in 
the county jail, thus making both 
the city and county liable for dam- 
ages. 

According to the wording of the 
suit, on December 24, 1986, David 
Stinson was arrested in the City of 
Elba by the Elba Police Department 
on a misdemeanor charge of assault 
- 3rd degree, and was transported to 
the Coffee County Jail by police. 
Stinson was then placed in a cell 
with an inmate allegedly being de- 
tained for a crime involving ex- 
treme violence. 

While incarcerated and defense- 
less in the cell, Stinson alleges that 
he was savagely attacked by the in- 
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mate, who with the aid of another 
inmate, was provided with a deadly 
weapon identified as a steel pad- 
lock. 

As a result of the alleged attack, 
Stinson claimed he suffered severe 
head and facial injuries, including a 
compound depressed skull fracture, 
multiple scalp lacerations, severe 
pain and mental anguish, as well as 
permanent and severe injuries that 
will incur continual medical treat- 
ment and expenses. 

The lawsuit contends that Stin- 
son was deprived of his right to 
equal protection of laws, freedom 
from use of excessive and unreason- 
able force and was impeded from the 
due course of justice, thus violating 
Constitutional amendments 4, 5, 8 
and 14, 

On these counts, Stinson is 
secking judgment of $500,000 plus 
all court costs. 
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The second count of the suit, 
which also seeks $500,000 in dam- 
ages, charges that those named in 
this suit were individually and se- 
verely liable for the injuries and 
damages as a result of "negligence 
and wantonness." 

The second count claims that the 
city and county failed to protect 
Stinson from harm; failed to main- 
tain proper jail security; failed to 
maintain jail security by placing 
Stinson in a cell with an inmate in- 
carcerated because of an act of of ex- 
treme violence; failed to provide ad- 
equate trained guards and security 
personnel; failed to provide adequate 
and sufficient shakedowns for weap- 
ons and failed to take proper and ad- 
equate precautions to safeguard 
Stinson, 

No court date has been set con- 
ceming the suit. 


County jail escapee recaptured recently 


An escapee from the Coffee 
County Jail was arrested last weck 
in Florida in connection with the 
murder of a Pensacola woman. 

Tony Owen Dupree, age 28, es- 
caped from the Coffee County Jail 
on May 14 after being transferred 
from the maximum security area of 


" the jail to an unoccupied female cell 


due to renovation of the facility. He 
escaped by twisting a bed sheet 
around a bar in a cell window and 
pulling the bar out. He then 
climbed out the window, which was 
18 feet off the ground, and over the 
barbed wire fence surrounding the 


County assessment committee releases findings 


The Assessment Committee ap- 
pointed by the Coffee County Board 
of Education recently released its re- 
port on the Coffee County School 
System and Supt. Clayton Bryant 
stated the report was a "fair assess- 
ment of the education being offered 
at the county schools." 

"The report accurately addresses 
the needs and deficiencies in the 
system," added Bryant, "and also 
was positive in recognizing and 
complimenting areas in which the 
system was doing well. I think the 
formation of the committee was a 
good idea. The committee ap- 
proached its responsibility in a pos- 
itive manner and the committee was 
composed of people interested in 
the schools and their future. We 
have made the committee's report 
available to the public and at PTO 
meetings around the county we will 
inform the public of the commit- 
tees’ findings." 

The Alabama State Board of Ed- 
ucation passed a series of resolu- 
tions during July, 1988, which 
were intended to make the public 
schools of the state more accounta- 
ble for the educational program 
which each provided and one of the 
resolutions mandated that local 
boards of education appoint a com- 
mittee composed of school patrons, 
government and business leaders 
and educators to determine the needs 
of the local system. The assessment 
was to include a study of the facili- 
ties, staffing, transportation, in- 
structional program, pupil- 
personnel services, financial re- 
sources, certification and license 
regulations and student assessment. 

The committee appointed by the 
county board of education met on 
October 13, 1988, to organize and 
at subsequent meetings ate lunch in 
a school cafeteria, traveled by 
school bus to tour and inspect the 
system's facilities, met with school 
officials in subcommittees to study 
specific areas of concern and con- 
vened to hear the subcommittee re- 
ports. 

Following is a brief review vu. 
the report approved by the commit- 
tee and submitted to the Coffee 
County Board of Education: 


ASSESSMENT REPORT 

The committee feels that the 
overall program provided through 
the Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion adequately meets the needs of 
the students attending the system's 


schools. Evidence of the considera- 
ble progress being made in many 
areas is readily apparent when stud- 
ied in depth. This improyement is 
having a profound impact on the 
overall services provided by the lo- 
cal system, 

Even though progress is being 
made in many areas, there are many 
areas where additional improve- 
ments are needed. An example of 
this need for improvement is clearly 
evident when the system's secon- 
dary facilities are examined. There 
also exists obvious staffing and 
program needs in emerging curricu- 
lums such as computers and other 
technological areas. 


INSTRUCTIONAL PRO- 
GRAM 

The instructional program was 
found to be a strong basic program 
and the existence of locally devel- 
oped curriculum guides and objec- 
tives for each grade and subject is a 
good indication that the instruction- 
al program is given top priority in 
this system. 


CURRICULUM 

The system has in place locally 
developed curriculum guides for 
each grade level K-6 and subjects 
taught in grades 7-12. These guides 
listing skills and objectives are cor- 
related to the Alabama Course of 
Study, the Alabama Basic Compe- 
tency Test, the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test and the locally adopted 
textbooks. 

The Coffee County School Sys- 
tem offers a uniform curriculum at 
all levels in the schools. All state 
and locally developed curriculum 
guides are utilized in the implemen- 
tation of the program. 


STAFFING & CERTIFICA- 
TION 

It is evident that the areas of 
staffing and certification are impor- 
tant to the leadership of this system 
when one considers the progress 
which has been made in providing 
the students of Coffee County with 
a well-trained, properly certified 
staff of teachers. High emphasis 
must always be placed on staffing, 
scheduling and in providing K-12 
curriculum as students are prepared 
to meet the demands of the twenty- 
first century. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 
The Coffee County School Sys- 
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tem is serving all identified excep- 
tional students at this time. Efforts 
are being made to mainstream each 
child to the maximum extent possi- 
ble and to provide services which 
will help the student develop to his 
maximum potential. 

The area of special education is 
an ever-changing field and one 
where constant monitoring of the 
program will be necessary, It is an 
area where more local funding, 
staffing and administrative time 
will be necessary. 


PUPIL-PERSONNEL SER- 
VICES 

The system presently has the re- 
quired number of guidance staff to 
meet accreditation requirements at 
the high school level....counselors 
are needed at the elementary level. 

The system is to be compli- 
mented on students’ performance on 
all state testing....the system utiliz- 
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jail. 

The day following the escape, 
Dupree was sought by Dothan po- 
lice as a suspect in a stabbing inci- 
dent and attempted robbery at a Do- 
than motel.

The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met on Tuesday night, De- 


cember 27, and received a letter of 


resignation from Kinston High 
School principal Lavon Cain. 

Cain, the principal at Kinston 
for the past 11 years, requested that 
he be relieved of his duties at the 
school to allow him to accept a po- 
sition with the Troy City School 
System. 

Cain's employment as Director 
of Auxiliary Services in the Troy 
system was approved at the Decem- 
ber 19 meeting of the Troy City 
School Board and is pending upon 
his release by the Coffee County 
Board of Education. 

As Director of Auxiliary Servic- 
es, Cain would direct cafeteria ser- 


vices, maintenance and transporta- 
tion, as well as other duties while 
serving as an assistant for Troy 
Supt. of Education John W. Vau- 
ghan. 

In speaking of Cain, Vaughan 
stated "He is one of the finest high 
school principals I know. He is an 
outstanding individual personally 
and professionally and will be an 
asset to Troy and the city schools." 

Cain is a graduate of Kinston 
High School, received his BS from 
Auburn University and Masters 
from Troy State. He taught 10 
years at Fleeta Junior High School, 
in Covington, County, serving 
nine years as assistant principal, 
and then became the principal at 
Kinston. 


Elba City Council members told of busy two weeks for 
police with total of 120 complaints & 11 DUI's 


The Elba City Council met on 
Tuesday night, December 27, 1988 
to conduct routine business. 

Once the group had gone 
shrouge the prayer, roll call and ap- 
proval of previous minutes, there. 
was nothing left but the report of 
the police chief and a few words. 
from Mayor Fred Moore. 

Chief Freddie Hanchey told the 
council his department had an active 
two weeks with 120 complaints in- 
cluding four accidents and 47 traffic 
citations. In the 47 traffic citations 
were 11 DUI arrests. There were 
also six criminal arrests including 
one that cleared up several burglar- 
ies. 

Hanchey praised the work of In- 
vestigator Wesley DeVane for a 
good job in recovering the stolen 
property. 

Moore informed the council of 
the filing of the two half-million 
dollar lawsuits against the county, 
city and previous city officials. The 
suit was filed by David Stinson fol- 
lowing injuries he reportedly re- 
ceived while confined to the county 
jail. The complaint charges the ar- 
rest was made by the Elba police. 

Moore also reminded city offi- 
cials of the requirement to file their 
new campaign finance disclosure 
forms before the end of January. 

The mayor also informed council 
members of plans to move forward 
with selecting engineers for the 
drainage grant that was recently ap- 
proved for Elba.

A total of 187,000 plants valued 
at $149.6 million were located and 
destroyed in Alabama during the 
1988 Domestic Marijuana Eradica- 
tion Program, according to Col. 
Thomas H. Wells, state Public 


‘Safety Director. 


"Despite drought conditions ear- 


lier this year that affected mari jjuana 


growth and other crops, this is the 
highest yesrly total recorded in Ala- 
bama since the program was imple- 


_ mented in 1982," said Col. Wells. 


The marijuana was found in 64 
counties in 1,283 separate plots 
from March through November and 
the plants ranged from one inch to 
18 feet in height. 

Eighty persons were arrested in 
connection with the program and 
other drugs and property were con- 
fiscated valued at a total of 
$22,992. 

Coffee County had a relatively 
quict year in the program, as only 
123 plants were located; however. it

Daddys Old Trusty 12-Gauge

Daddy never had a faney gun cab- 
inet filled with collector's items. 

Nor did I ever hear him pining for 
the latest in a Browning or a vint- 
age Remington, He was content 
just having his old nondescript 12- 
gauge, the weathered single barrel 
a’hanging o'er the mantel, securely 
resting on its curved twenty-penny 
nail peg rack. 

When, as a child, | became aware 
of the importance of the old shoot- 
ing iron in my Daddy's life it had 
already served him well. It had 
served him faithfully since his early 
manhood when he'd been lucky to 
"come into it" in a trade with a 
brother. 

But the gun wasn't the only 
thing that'd been faithful through 
the years. Unlike many modern gun 
enthusiasts, my Dad never had a 
hankering to be swapping and trad- 
ing guns every time the moon 
changed. Once that ole firearm had 
come into his possession he treated 
it like a family member - a perma- 
nent part of the inner circle from 
the first day forward. 

I could sense from the way my 
elder gently lifted it from its hum- 
ble place, rubbed it slowly with a 
soft cloth - both before and after use 
- and the way he carefully placed it 
back into its cradle bed - I could feel 
from Dad's treatment of the old gun 
an almost sacred bond between 
them. 

My Father was a peaceful man; 
he had great respect for the violent 
capabilities of his old gun. And he 
passed this healthy regard down to 
his children -- to me and my sisters 
who touched it rarely and to his 
sons whom he taught its use. 

The gun was not for target prac- 
tice nor for entertainment, primarily 

- although brief hunting trips and 
an occasional fishing jaunt when 
the gun went along for killing moc- 
casins - although these times with 
the gun were Dad's only reprieve 
from constant labor. 

The only weapon at our house 
was, however, for survival. Or en- 
richment of our meager table fare. 

Not that we needed a gun for 
protection from other folks in our 
neighborhood - nothing like that. 
(Why, we didn't even have a lock 
on our doors). But ‘a long winter's 
night (when one of the young'uns 
had the croup and the camphor in 
the jar was exhausted) Daddy'd head 
_out after the chores were shored up, 
head out a’walkin’ across the woods 


for the two, three miles to the near- 
est family to borrow a little cam- 
phor. 

And the gun'd go along, too, 
just in case Daddy encountered a 
hungry bobcat or a black panther af- 
ter dark, the way some folks in 
those hills had done. 

A stray dog's sudden appearance * 
at the yard's edge, nearing where the 
toddlers sat playing with their cu- 
cumber cows, always jolted my 
Daddy into action. Many a time the 
animal's telltale foaming at the 
mouth caused him to run for his 
shooting rod to protect his family 
from a deadly "mad dog.” 

At no time was my Daddy's gun 
more valuable as a protector-of-kin 
than lazy summer days when loud 
squawking from our hens alerted us 
to a chicken hawk's dread circling 
overhead. 

At those times my Father never 
hesitated to load "Ole Bess" and use 
one of his rationed shells to bring 
the hated creature to the ground. He 
knew that within a few short weeks 
one hawk could swoop down and 
take away all our chickens - - our 
staff of life - - the chicken 'n' dum- 
plings, the fried chicken, the chiok- 
en pies. the chicken 'n' dressing - 


plus our tuture supply of hen eggs. 

The gun at our house, nonethe- 
less, was mainly a means of adding 
a little spice to our lives, some fla- 
vor to our gravy. 

When Daddy and brother Bill 
drove the team into the woods in 
winter to fetch a load of firewood 
they'd lay the old 12-gauge upon 
the wagon seat. It'd, hopefully, 
come in handy if a cottontail 
jumped up along the way. Rabbit 
hash'd stretch far in filling ten hun- 
gry stomachs on a freezing night. 

But I believe my Daddy had 
handled that old gun so long til she 
could almost feel the excited tingle 
in his fingertips Whene'er he took 
her from the nails to head a'squirrel- 
huntin’. 

I think the faithful shooting iron 
knew this kind of hunting was my 
Daddy's favorite respite in all the 
world - - his respite from the end- 
less toil that took his hours, his 
years, his life. 

It was this sense, this bond to 
him that brought, I feel, the con- 
stant unity between the two. It hap- 
pened every time my elder took her 
quietly from the nails of a crisp fall 
morning as the dawn was breaking, 
ere he did his barnyard chores. 

Or late ‘a’e'cning as the dusk was 
creeping on and he silently stepped 
into the darkening woods. It was 
then near yonder hickory tree, where 


he'd spied out the signs of nuts 
fresh chewed by front protruding 
tecth, he'd bide his time, noiseless- 
ly, like the tall, frail Indian he 
sometimes seemed to be. 

And soon, the flicker of a bushy 
tail would grab my Daddy's eye, and 
swift of hand he'd pull the hammer 
back, and shoot. Then quickly real- 
izing - - there'd been a second one - 
- he'd break the old gun down and 
drop another shell into the single 
chamber. Before the fleeing squirrel 
could swing into a nearby tree it 
too lay near the good provider's 
feet. 

Never greedy, my elder'd bring 
the two to house and quickly skin 
the "take" and give it o'er to Mom 
who'd either boil it up for dum- 
plings or fry with lots of brown 
gravy and good hot bread. 

And as we sat at meal and Daddy 
bowed his head to say the Grace - - 
he'd thank God for the food, and for 
the land on which we dwelt, and the 
bounty of the game - - and, always, 
he'd pause to say, "Thank you, 
God, for the good, sure gun that 
you have blessed me with.”

Effective January 1, 1989, a 
four-year Alabama picture learner's 
driver license will be issued to lear- 
ner's permit applicants who are 15 
years of age or older. 

The license includes a "Y" re- 
striction code to designate the li- 
cense as a Learner's License. The 
learner's license will be valid for 
four years if the holder wishes to 
take the full four years before tak- 
ing the road skill portion of the 
driver test. 

Act 88-729 of the 1988 Special 
Session of the Alabama Legislature 


~ amended Section 32-6-88, Code of 


‘labama 1975, to provide for the 
four-year license. 

A $15 fee is requited for the lear- 
ner's license. Applicants will first 
receive a temporary learner's li- 
cense. The picture learner's license 
is then processed and mailed to the 
applicant. Upon receipt of the pic- 
ture leamer's license, when eligible, 
the applicant my go to his local li- 
cense examiner and take the road 
skill portion of the driver test. 

After passing the road skill test, 
applicants may apply for a driver li- 
cense with the "Y" removed at the 
County issuing office. No addition- 
al fee is required for the non- 
restricted license, which remains 
current for the remainder of the 
four-year period indicated on the ini- 
tial learner's license.

Church Of God Reaffirms Stand On 
Areas Of Personal Accountability 


In a definitive and comprehen- 
sive statement, 13 "practical teach- 
ings" were given enlargement, 
strength and clarity at the 62nd 
General Assembly of the Church of 
God in Ft. Worth, Tex., recently. 

"The document does not reflect a 
departure from the strong holiness 
posture the Church of God has 
mantained for over 100 years," said 
a spokesman for the church's organ- 
ization, "but rather it is a deliberate 
effort to make clear and comprehen- 
sive statements which affirm our 
traditional dedication not only to 
those areas addressed in the ‘thirteen 
practical teacings' but also in all 
other aspects of a holy lifestyle." 

These areas are listed as spiritual 
example, moral purity, personal in- 
tegrity, family responsibility, be- 
havioral temperance, modest appear- 
ance and social obligation. 

Statements by church officials 
conceming these areas include the 
following: 

"The document states that ‘our 
beauty does not depend on elabo- 
rate, showy dress; extravagant, cost- 
ly attire; or the use of jewelry or 
cosmetics, but on our relationship 
with Christ. . .' 

"Some press reports have said 
the document approves attendance at 
movie theaters. The document actu- 
ally states, ‘The literature we read, 
the programs we watch and the mu- 
sic we listen to profoundly affect 
the way we feel, think, and behave. 
It is imperative, then that the 
Christian read, watch and listen to 
those things which inspire, instruct 
and challenge to a high plane of liv- 


ing. Therefore, literature, programs, 
and music which are worldly in 
content or pornographic in nature 
must be avoided. A Christian is not 
to attend (or watch on television) 
movies or theatrical performances 
of a demoralizing nature.’ 

"We are to walk in the Spirit and 
not fulfill the lust of the flesh. Sin- 
ful practices which are made promi- 
nent and condemned in the Scrip- 
tures include homosexuality, 
adultery, world attitudes (such as 
hatred, envy, jealousy), corrupt 
communications (such as gossip, 
angry outbursts, filthy words), 
Stealing, murder, drunkenness and 
witchcraft. 

"A Christian must totally ab- 
Stain from all alcoholic beverages 
and habit-forming and mind-altering 
chemical substances, and refrain 
from the use of tobacco in any form 

. +» Must refrain from any activity 
(such as gambling or gluttony) 
which defiles the body as the tem- 
ple of God... 

". . . Spirituai disciplines in- 
clude involvement in prayer, praise, 
worship... --- ... personal in- 
tegrity . . . social obligation. . . 
responsibility in being good citi- 
zens,’ 

"This statement is strongly sub- 
Stantiated by Scripture, and each and 
every element supported by the 
Word of God . . . the Church of 
God stands for the whole Bible 
rightly divided. The New Testament 
is the only rule for government and 
discipline."

Finally the holidays are over and 
now it is time for many to get back 
to the same old routine, The holi- 
days have a way of breaking the 
everyday grind we are in, 

We are now into a new year, not 
knowing what this year holds. 
Many begin each January with reso- 
lutions to do better and get more 
done in the year, 

The problem is that we usually 
end up not doing any better, and the 
things we had planned io do go un- 
done. We start out fine but end up 
lying to ourselves by the time 
March rolls around. I would like to 
suggest that instead of resolutions 
for this new year we set goals and 
use "Planned Neglect." 

Two mistakes are commonly 
made in setting goals: one is put- 
ling them so high they can never be 

ized, 

When a not-too-bright young 
man was asked what he aspired to 
be, he replied, "a genius!" That's an 
example of an unattainable goal, 

The other mistake is setting our 
sights too low. 

The same two pitfalls hinder 
growth in our spiritual lives. 
Christlikeness is such a lofty ideal, 
and we fall so far short, that at 
times we throw up our hands and 
exclaim, "I just can't do it!" So we 
lower the standard and appear to be 
no different than a moral, upright 
believer. 

Yet, as Christians, our goal 
holds the promise of future attain- 
ment, even though it will not be 
fully realized until we get to Heay- 
en. This keeps us pressing on as 
long as we live, and prevents us 
from deceiving ourselves. 

But in one sense the goal is ¢ls~ 
workable here and now because Goa 
empowers us to achieve new pla- 
teaus of holiness. What is imprac- 
tical in our own strength is possi- 
ble in His strength. Every time we 
yield to the indwelling Holy Spirit 
we find the strength to reach our 
spiritual goals. Paul's goal stated in 
Phil. 3:14 should be ours. 

A noted young concert violinist 
was asked the secret of her success. 
"Planned Neglect," she replied. 
Then she explained. 


"Years ago I discovered that there 
were many things demanding my 
time. After washing breakfast 
dishes, I made my bed, straightened 
my room, dusted the furniture, and 
did a host of other chores. I then 
turned my attention to violin prac- 
lice. That system, however, failed 
to accomplish the desired results. 
Sol realized I had to reverse things. 
I deliberately set aside everything 
else until my practice period ended. 
That program of ac- 
counts for my success!" 

_Christian, put priority on daily 
Bible study and prayer, even if you 
must set aside some secondary du- 
ties until later. Heed the Savior's 
words, "Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God." It will help you all 
through the day and the year. 

Goals properly set are much bet- 
ter than resolutions. You have 


something to work toward and 
someone to work with you in see- 
ing those goals accomplished.

In an age when we have little to trust, or rely upon, we may question if 
the Bible can be trusted, There are many reasons we can trust the Bible as 
the word of God, however, First of all, we can trust the Bible because it is 
God's book, and is in perfect harmony with his nature and character. God 
cannot lie (Number 23:19), and does not change, just as we read Jesus is the 
same “yesterday, and today, and forever" (Hebrews 13:8), What God has pro- 
duced is true, perfect, and without change, in keeping with his character. 

Secondly, the Bible says it came from God. Paul wrote to Timothy, "All 
scripture is given by inspiration of God . . ." (2 Timothy 3:16). Peter wrote 
of the Bible writers, "For the prophecy came not at any time by the will of 
man, but holy men of God spoke as they were moved by the Holy Spirit" (2 
Peter 1:21), The message of the biblical writers was not their own, but the 
will of God. Thus the Bible is God's book, and because it is inspired by 
Him, it is without error, and is absoluely trustworthy. 

Thirdly, the vast number of manuscripts of the New Testament provides 
more evidence that our Bible is trustworthy. More than 24,000 manuscripts 
of the New Testament have been discovered, dating back all the way to the 
first century. The discovery of the Dead Sea Scrolls in 1947 provided manu- 
scripts of Old Testament books dating from 100-150 years before Christ. As 
scholars studied the scrolls, they were interested to find out how much the 
text of the Bible had changed over twenty centuries. What they found was 
that the ancient manuscript was virtually identical to manuscripts of a thou- 
sand years later. Through the careful work of copyists and the providence of 
God, the inspired word of God has been preserved over the centuries. 

Fourthly, the amazing fulfillment of prophecy within the Bible demon- 
strates that God controlled the writing of His book. Those prophecies ful- 
filled in the life of Christ alone are enough to show the Bible to be the word 
of God. The Old Testament prophesied that Christ would be bom in Bethle- 
hem (Micah 5:2), would be sold for 30 pieces of silver (Zachariah 11;12-13), 
would be crucified with criminals (Isaiah 53:12), would be buried in a rich 
man's tomb (Isaiah 53:9), and dozens of other events in the life of Christ. 
This would not have been possible if the Bible had not been inspired by 
God. 


Can we trust the Bible 
as the word of God? 


Since the Bible is trustworthy in these areas, we can know that it is trust- 
worthy in other areas as well. The Bible is the one book men can trust to- 
day. Any apparent contradictions come from our misunderstandings, not 
from problems with the Bible itself, for "God is not the author of confu- 
sion” (1 Corinthians 14:33).

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HORTICULTURE TIPS

Planting Trees and 
Shrubs 

Most trees and shrubs if given a 
choice would prefer to be planted in 


* the fall. 


It is true that shrubs and trees 
may not look as attractive in the 
fall as in the spring because most 
top growth is slowing and leaves 
are fading and falling to the ground, 

Plant roots are filled with carbo- 
hydrates (extra energy) produced by 
the leaves all season long and 
they're ready to explode with 

wth. 

Research has shown that roots 
will grow actively in soils 40 de- 
grees or warmer, Most of our soils 
don't drop below 40 degrees for any 
length of time, 

Even though the stems and fo- 
liage appear inactive and resting for 
the winter, the roots are having a 
go all winter. 

The roots are using leftover 
goodies from the leaves to explore 
new ground in search of water and 
nutrients while anchoring the plant. 


fh 


Since the leaves don't require a 
lot of water and nutrients in fall and 
winter as they do during the grow- 
ing season, the roots don't have to 
share their food with other parts of 
the plant, 

By spring, fall planted ornamen- 
tals are well established and eagerly 
awaiting the growing season. 


Houseplant Insects 
And Their Control 

Identification and control of 
plant pests are important if house- 
plants are to be maintained in an at- 
tractive, vigorous condition. Insect 
and mite infestations often develop 
on green houseplants. They some- 
umes become heavily infested with 
these pests before they are recog- 
nized and any attempt is made in 
controlling them. Prevention of in- 
sect or mite infestations is usually 
the best method of control. 

Inspect new plants carefully be- 
fore purchasing. If signs of insects 
are present, choose another plant. It 
is often advisable to quarantine new

DO THE UNEXPECTED IF ATTACKED 


If a criminal grabs you from be- 
hind, what should you do? 
"Scream." "Kick." "Elbow him in 
the stomach." "Step on his foot." 
"Slap him," a group of people 
yelled to a volunteer playing the 
role of a victim during a crime sem- 
inar last week. 

Bam. A gunshot is heard and Re- 
spond American Director Barbara 
Farfan has made her point. "If you 
hurt a criminal a little, he's going 
to hurt you a lot." 

That doesn't mean people should 
give in to criminals, Ms. Farfan 
said, it means they should do the 
unexpected, 

"If I do what the criminal ex- 
pects me to do, then I'm playing by 
his rules," Ms. Farfan said. "If we 


make him play by our rules we 
might win.” 

Instead of screaming, "help," 
"police," or "rape," -- three words 
likely to send most people running 
in the oposite direction -- a victim 
might consider screaming "fire." 
"It'll gather you a crowd of people 
in no time,” Ms. Farfan said. 

Mrs. Farfan, who worked with a 
similar organization in Georgia be- 
fore moving to Alabama and start- 
ing Respond America last year, 
conducted a seminar last week at the 
Extension Office and touched on 
self-defense techniques and ways to 


avoid crime. Her speech, heavily 
laced with humor, stressed the mes- 
sage of avoiding situations that 
could lead to crime.

Winter Feeding Of Beef Cattle 


Due to increased prices for both 
cattle and feed, most cattlemen 
should take a second look at some 
of their management practices. 
Since feed costs makes up the larg- 
est single expense involved in beef 
production, this is an area that 
should receive frequent critical re- 
views aimed at reducing production 
costs. 

Feed low quality feeds to dry 
cows early in winter and save high 
quality feeds for later use by lactat- 
ing cows and young stock. The av- 
erage dry pregnant cow (900 
pounds) needs about 7 pounds of 
Total Digestible Nutrients (TDN) 
daily. A cow nursing a three- 
month-old calf needs about 12 
pounds of TDN or almost double 
the requirement of the dry pregnant 
cow. Most good quality grass hay 
will furnish the dry pregnant cow 
adequate protein during the winter 
feeding period. : s 

If supplemental feed is required 
to balance the brood cow ration, 
first consider homegrown energy 
feeds-(corn, milo, etc.) rather than 
purchased protein supplements. 
Also, consider the use of annual 
winter grazing crops to supplement 
stored forages and. eliminate the 
need for purchasing supplements. 
Winter grazing crops are most eco- 
nomically used to provide grazing 
for mature animals if the cattle have 


access to the pasture for only a few 
hours each day. 

Make sure that a balanced ration 
is fed during winter. This will save 
more nutrients than any other feed- 
ing practice. Also, adjust rations for 
maximum use of hay and silage 
stnce these are our cheapest sources 
of energy. 

Whether creep feeding will retum 
a profit depends on several factors. 
We know, however, that feeding 
calves is more efficient than feeding 
the brood cow. Thus, producers 
with fall-dropped calves can possi- 
ble extend their winter feed by creep 
feeding. 

Another suggestion is to use 
gain stimulators in young cattle as 
a method of extending and reducing 
costs of feeds. Feed efficiency may 
be increased by one percent with an 
added benefit of a 10 to 15 percent 
increase in gain. Materials such as 
Ralgro and Sunovex S or H are be- 
ing used for this purpose. 

Cull open cows and low- 
producing stock before winter feed- 
ing. Retain only cows that produce 
a calf that is heavy at market time 
and one that is in demand. Move 
the older border-line cows before 
winter so that the herd can be made 
younger and more productive.

Here are some of her suggestions 
on how to avoid becoming a victim 
of crime: 

*Look under your car from a dis- 
tance before getting into it. Thieves 
sometimes hide under cars and trip 
the driver when he unlocks the 
door, Mr. Farfan said. 

*Keep a "call police" sign in 
your car. If your car breaks down, 
put the sign in the back window 
and wait for help, 

*If you are attacked, look for a 
way to escape -- not necessarily a 
way to outfight your assailant. 

"Most of those people are street- 
fighters. I'm not going to outfight 
the average streetfighter," said the 
4-foot-10 1/2-inch tall Ms. Farfan. 

But she can throw a criminal off 
guard long enough to escape. Mov- 
ing closer to the assailant could sur- 
prise him into loosening his grip, 
Farfan said. And, if the criminal is 
planning to rape a woman, the 
woman could give him the illusion 
of cooperation, Ms. Farfan said, 
thus "de-escalating the violence” 
and possible putting the victim ina 
position to injure the assailant and 
escape, 

Ms. Farfan told the group about 
a self-defense technique she said she 
learned from doctors. Pressing your 
finger at a point below an attacker's 
eye will force the eye out of its 
socket, she said. 

Ms, Farfan told members of the 
audience they should consider sever- 
al factors when considering carrying 
a gun, It must be easy to get to and 
work instantly. 

Anyone considering carrying a 
weapon also must consider carrying 
a handgun, she said, you should de- 
termine whether you can kill some- 
one under what circumstances you 
can do it. If a person hesitates in 
using the gun, the criminal could 
take it away and use it against the 
victim, Ms. Farfan said. 

Ms. Farfan has agreed to return 
to Coffee County for one week in 
the spring to spend the entire week 
teaching creative crimefighting 
seminars throughout the county.

*Include some lean meat, fish 
and poultry in your diet. Cook the 
poultry without the skin. 

With the properly balanced diet 
and adequate exercise, you could 
lose one to two pounds a week. 
Whatever you do, avoid crash diets. 
They cause you to mainly lose 
fluids, not body fat, and for some 
people, this can be dangerous. 


Space Heater Dangers 

Many Coffee Countians rely on 
gas, oil, kerosene or eleciric space 
heaters to see them through the 
winter, Unfortunately, these appli- 
ances can pose serious hazards such 
as explosions, carbon monoxide 
poisoning, bums and shock. 

Always be aware of safety when 
operating these appliances. To 
avoid explosions with space heat- 
ers, never forget the cardinal rule-- 
first light the match, then turn on 
the gas. If you fail to light the heat- 
er on the first try, allow enough 
time for the gas to evaporate before 
trying again. 

Remember, never completely fill 
a heater with fuel, because the fuel 
will expand as it warms and could 
spill and flare up. And, avoid the 
fate of those who decided to clean 
something with gasoline or another 
flammable liquid, only to have the 
vapors flow to the heater and ig- 
nite. 


Complaints And Re- 
dress 

What should you do if you've 
bought a product or service and it 
breaks down, falls apart, or doesn't 
work right? 

Return it the the store where you 
bought it or call the person who 
provided you with the service. 
You'll need information about the 
date, place and time of purchase; the 
price; and the exact problem you've 
discovered. Be polite, and get the 
-person's name you're complaining 
to--if this contact doesn’t produce 
results, contact that person's super- 
visor. 

If this doesn't work, go to the 
manufacturer or company headquar- 
ters. Their consumer affairs or cus- 
tomer relations department should 
give you the quickest action. If this 
still doesn't work, you can go to 
your state or local consumer affairs 
office--or to an independent trade 
mediation panel. 

If you still haven't achieved any 
results, you may want to take you 
complaint to a small claims court.

The Alabama Marine Police re- 
port told the story of a preventible 
tragedy in plain language. Of 6 peo- 
ple on a 17-foot pleasure boat, 4 
drowned when it suddenly sank. 
None of the people on board were 
wearing life preservers, in fact, the 
boat only had 3 life preservers on 
board and they were stowed away in 
a box. The accident happened on a 
balmy July afternoon with only a 
light breeze blowing and calm wa- 
ler. 

Last year 1416 people died in 
boating accidents and of those 954 
died drowning. Most victims were 
not wearing life preservers. Esti- 
mates are that 75% of those victims 
might have survived if they had 
been wearing a life preserver. That's 
725 lives. 

Many people view life preservers 
as confining, uncomfortable and 
feel that they are good swimmers 
and don't need to wear a life preserv- 
er. However, fatigue, shock or an 
injury could be deadly to even the 
best of swimmers. 

Life preservers come in a variety 
of styles, colors and weights so 
every)ne can find one that will be 


comfortable. The Alabama Marine 
Police will be happy to discuss life 
preserver requirements and furnish a 
free pamphlet for you. Don't end 
your next day of boating with a 
drowning, wear your life preserver.

Cold weather boaters 
urged to use caution 


With the cold weather season 
rapidly approaching, Alabama Ma- 
rine Police Director William B. 
Garner cautions fishermen and hunt- 
ers who use boats to think safety 
while afloat. 

Many sportsmen take to the wa- 
ter in winter, many in remote areas 
throughout the state. Prior planning 
can help reduce injury and water re- 
lated death. 

U.S. Coast Guard approved per- 
sonal flotation devices (PFDs) are 
required for each person on board a 
boat. The importance of having 
PEDs readily available for use in 
emergencies can't be overempha- 
size, according to Garner. Flotation 
equipment is of no value to anyone 
if stored away in compartments. 
Garner recommends that PFDs 
should be worn anytime a boat is 
underway. A PFD will not only add 
additional warmth, but will provide 
an added safety factor if someone 
suddenly finds himself in cold wa- 

ter. 

Overloading boats is another po- 
tential problem for winter sports- 


men. Decoys, blind material, dogs, 


guns, fishing equipment and the oc- 


* cupants themselves all add to over- 


loading, which leads to capsizing. 

Boaters should leave a float plan 
with someone at home, Gamer add- 
ed, Let someone know where you 
will be hunting or fishing and when 
you expect to return. This will as- 
sist the Marine Police in locating 
lost or injured sportsmen. 

Avoid alcoholic beverages while 
boating in cold weather. Alcohol 
increases the chance of hypothermia 
(loss of body heat) and other hunt- 
ing and fishing accidents. Dressing 
properly for the cold can also aid in 
avoiding hypothermia. Use many 
layers of clothing and keep a dry 
change of clothes on hand. 

Alabama Marine Police offer a 
home boating course, "Alabama 
Boating Basics," which covers cold 
weather boating safety. For addi-

Hypothermia can be a killer for 


cold weather hunters & boaters 


No one expects to end up in the 
water on a cold winter day, but if 
you do, because of hypothermia, 
your chances for survival ‘are greatly 
reduced. Hypothermia is a condition 
in which the body loses heat faster 
than it can produce it. This causes a 
dangerous reduction of the body's 
inner temperature. 

Hypothermia results from expo- 
sure to wind and wetness. A victim 
of hypothermia may be blue-gray in 
color, Violent shivering develops 
which may give way to muscle 
spasms and even loss of the use of 
arms or legs. Confusion and a 
drunken behavior also indicate that 
a person may be hypothermic. Ex- 
haustion or unconsciousness can 
occur within 30 minutes in water 
that is between 40 and 50 degrees. 

To protect yourself from hypo- 
thermia, avoid the conditions that 
cause it. Dress warmly and stay dry. 
If itis cloudy, take a rainsuit along. 
Even if you are in the water, the 
more clothes you have on, the bet- 
ier off you are. Don't discard cloth- 
ing if you do fall in or don't try to 
exercise Or move around to slay 
warm, That will only lead to ex- 
haustion. 

A PFD will help for two rea- 
sons: it lessens the need to move 
around in the water and it helps in- 
sulate against heat loss. If you're in 
the water and have on a PFD, draw

your knees up to your chest. This 
will prevent some heat loss. 

Treatment for hypothermia in- 
volves getting heat back into the 
body and raising the inner tempera- 
ture, Warm, moist towels may be 
applied to the head and body of the 
victim. Hot water bottles inside a 
blanket is another good technique. 

A hot bath is fine for mild cases 
of hypothermia, but never if the 
victim is unconscious. Skin to skin 
contact and mouth to mouth resus- 
citation (even when the victim is 
conscious) are excellent ways to 
transfer heat. Do not give alcohol 
or massage a person vigorously to 
treat hypothermia. 

If you're going boating in cold 
weather, Check your safety equip- 
ment put on that PFD, and have a 
safe trip.

Elderly Elba man dies in 
Friday afternoon blaze 


A 70-year-old Elba man died 
from smoke inhalation Friday after- 
noon, January 6, when a fire swept 
through his brick home located on 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Robert Timothy Gray, age 70, 
was trapped in his home Friday by 


a fire that was believed to have 
started in the den area of the resi- 
dence. Firefighters were informed 
by neighbors that the man was in 
the burning home and his body was 
discovered in a back bedroom after 
firemen broke through a window 


and searched the smoke-filled home. 

Witnesses at the scene reported 
hearing the elderly man screamin 
for Help as the fire spread, but all 
efforts to save the man were pre- 
vented by the blaze. 


County Commission approves design and financing 


plan for new $1 million health office in Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
January 9, at the courthouse in Elba 
and gave its approval to preliminary 
plans for the new county health de- 
partment to be constructed in Enter- 
prise, as well as choosing a finan- 
cial institutional to handle the sale 
of bonds to cover the $1 million 
cost of construction, 

Don Bowden, the architect for 
the project, told the commissioners 
that the current design for the build- 
ing would cost an estimated $56 per 
square foot and would include 
16,000 square feet of heated space. 

Bowden reported that he had met 
with health department officials and 
the design unveiled at the meeting 
was the result of a cutback in wast- 
ed space and the elimination of 
some planned office space. 

The new building will include a 
centralized lobby and waiting area, 
with two wings to house nurses and 
other administrative officials. 

A representative of a Montgom- 
ery financial and investment compa- 
ny was also present at the meeting 
and told the commission that it 
would cost the county approximate- 
ly $97,000 per year for 20 years to 
finance $1 million in bonds. 

Comm. Billy Eagerton stated 
that he believed the county's por- 
tion of the 1¢ sales tax would 
amount to only $80-85,000 annual- 
ly, but then re-figuted the monthly 
checks already received and agreed 
that the tax would generate enough 
to make the annual payment of 
$97,000. 

The commission discussed the 
building and then voted unani- 
mously to approve the plans de- 
signed by the architect and to em- 
ploy the firm of Thornton, Farris

and Gaunt to handle the sale of the 
bonds. 

Comm. Robert Stephens told 
the commission that he would like 
to see an additional $300-400,000 
added to the amount of the bonds to 
be sold and to use the extra money 
for renovations at the jail, with the 
funds used to make the payments 
coming from the share of the sales 
tax earmarked for the jail. 

The commission agreed that the 
share of the tax could be used to 
make the payments on a bond, but 
took no action at the meeting. 

In other action at Monday' S 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the low from Heath 
Oil on gasoline and diesel fuel for 
the county; 

***was told no bids were re- 
ceived for the sale and removal of 
the Eleanor Lee home; 

***rejected all bids on two cars 
for the Sheriff's Dept. and agreed to 
rebid; 

***was introduced to Jack Han- 
son, the employee of the month in 
the highway department; 

***told county engineer Mark 
Pool to inform the S.A. Graham 
Construction Company that it was 
to either repair damages it had made 
to County Road 71 or to pay the 
county and the highway department 
would do the repairs; 

***reccived fuel consumption re- 
ports; 

***told county engineer Mark 
Pool not to survey the Palmer Road 
where it meets the Geneva County 
line because the county 1vas not in- 
volved in a lawsuit involving the 
exact location of the county line; 

***was instructed to conduct a 
survey at each voting place in the

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey in- 
troduced the council members to re- 
turning police officer Donnie Bryd. 
He had previously worked with 
Elba and had been gone for about 
eighteen months, The council voted 
to rehire Byrd on a permanment ba- 
sis after being assured he had com- 
pleted all the necessary schooling to 
be a qualified patrolman. 

Hanchey also reported on the ac- 
tivity of his department during the 
past two weeks. This included an- 
swering 113 complaints, investigat- 


ing four traffic accidents and issuing 
44 traffic citations, including four 
DUI tickets. 

Patrolman Johnny Senn is pres- 
ently attending the police academy 
in Montgomery and Officer Randy 
White is in Selma in Intoxilizer 
school. Hanchey explained this will 
give Elba three officers qualified to 
adminster this drunk driving test. 

Bills totaling $8,423.35 were 
presented to the council and ap- 
proved for payment. They included 
$1873.38 to replace a heating and 
cooking unit at the Reserve Center 
and $1338.90 for sewer solvent. 

Council member Eddie Vaughan 
reported to the council that the 
clean-up committee was making 
progress and had plans for cleaning 
up additional city property and was 
working with the Chamber of 
Commerce in planning a city-wide 
clean-up in the early spring of this 
year. 

The final order of business was a 
report by Mayor Moore that he and 
the city clerk had met last Friday 
with James Chummey concerning 
the power dam. He noted that 
Chummey expected to have the 
proper federal permits in place and 
the financing approved in March or 
April of this year. He said Chum- 
mey promised to personally pay 
any outstanding debts of the project 
if he and his parterners were unable 
to get the proper government per- 
mits and complete the project.

The meeting was to discuss 
plans for the future of the facility 
and ways of financing the ongoing 
operation of the hospital as well as 
repaying the Farmers' Home Ad- 
minstration expansion loan. 

The hospital is presently leased 
to National Health Care, but the lo- 
cal Hospital Authority (which is an 
arm of the city government) is 
making plans to again assume man- 
agement responsibility of the facili- 
ty in the near future.
